Beaſt, even Maroun, the Lord of Rome. The 
Name is- certainly of Gods Inſticution, commu- 
nicated to Iſaiah by the Spirit of God : Like- 
wiſe the Application of that Name, of Marown, 
to the Lord of Reme; that Application is not 
of us, or of any man, but of God.

For Marown is a Proper Name, that 
is; the Moſt proper Name that can be given to 
the Antichriſt ; who 1s not one individual perſory 
alone, bur One ſucceſſively united with many 
in-the ſame Seat, Power,. and form. of Govern- 
ment,. which cannot poſſibly be. more ſigniti- 
cantly expreſt: than by this Name of Maroum; 
which has Literally theſe fignifications : The 
Lord of Rome : 'T he Lord Supreme : T he high One 
on high : -He that exalteth bimſelf. Which things 
are: {o proper to- the Antichriſt, that S.: Paul, 
2 Theſj: 2.
